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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The provisional application shows a convex 
guide surface and ledges extending along the inner sides of the first and third arm portions, but as shown in Fig. 4 the tape guide does not 
include a plurality of ribs as required by instant claim 6 and the ledges do not terminate at the end of the tape guide as required by instant 
claim 31. Regarding the arguments directed toward the 35 U.S.C. 102(e) rejection, Hoffman et al. does show the dispensing arm to 
extend radially. The path of the tape is not radial, but that is not required in the instant claims and the dispensing arm itself extends 
radially. Furthermore, Hoffman et al. further shows a pair of central ribs and laterally outward ribs from the inner end to the outer end of 
the dispensing arm as required by the instant claims. Although the tape does not contact these ribs, that is not required by the instant 
claims. Furthermore, as best seen in Figs. 2, 7, and 8, Hofman et al. shows ledges extending along the inner sides of the first and third 
arm portions . 
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
